The 
Theme  "Camelot"  gave  an  air  of  gollontry  to  the  affair  as 
eoch  couple  crossed  the  moat  into  a land  of  knights  in  shining 
armor. 

How  good  it  felt  to  return  to  school  in  September  as  upper- 
classmen.

In  keeping  with  the  trend  of  Craddock 
students  to  excell  anywhere,  any  time, 
three  of  our  boys  went  to  the  American 
Legion  Boys  State  in  Blacksburg,  Virginia, 
held  at  V.P.I.  Ray  Strutton,  Kent  Saunders, 
and  Harvey  Bryant  made  sure  that  Cradock 
got  its  share  of  the  honors.  Three,  with  590 
boys  vieing  for  the  positions,  Ray  and  Kent 
came  home  as  Senators,  and  Harvey  as  Gov- 
ernor. All  three  boys  agree  that  the  honors 
they  received  were  not  as  important  as  what 
they  learned  and  experienced  at  Boys  State. 

Boys  State  is  a study  of  the  government 
of  Virginia  and  its  executive,  legislative,  and 
judicial  forms,  in  the  city  and  state. 
The  boys  were  taught  by  prominent  Vir- 
ginians the  ways  of  good  politics  and  gov- 
ernment.
